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ENVOY FROM
WHITE HOUSE

MISSION OF CHIEF SARGEANT
TO THIS CITY.

According to a Btory from a Reliable
Botirce, the Conference with Presi-
dent Mitohell Tuesday Night Had

‘as Its Bubject the Expediency of
President Roosevelt Acting as an
Intermediary to Effect a Settle-
ment of the Btrike—Operators’ Ut-
terances Discourge Hope of Any
Compromise.

While nothing authoritative has been
glven out concerning the object of
Tuesday night's conference of Presi-
dent Mitchell, of the United Mine
Workers, and Frank P, Sargeant, chiet
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire-
men, It wos learned yesterday from a
rellable gource that Mr. SBargeant caome
here ag an envoy of Pregident IRoose-
velt, and that the purpoge of his com-
ing was to consult Mr. Mitchell re-
garding a proposition that the presi-
dent shall use his influence to induce
the operators Lo agree to an arbitration
of the matters which caused the strike.

The propogition (o have President
Roosevelt Intermediate_had its source
in President Mitchell. The vonference
at Hotel Schadt Tuesday night was
sought by Mr, Sargennt. Arvrange-
ments for the mecting were made last
Saturday. Mp. Burgeant came on from
Chicago, starting Monday, to attend
the meeting.

That Mr. Bargeant should be chosen as
the president's envoy in such a matter
i wholly liKely, He s soon to be g
part of the administration, succeeding
T, V. Powderly as commisgioner gen-
eral of immigration, and I8 President
Toosevelt’s personal cholee for the of-
fice. He and President Roosevelt have
been intlmate friends for o long time,
and he enjoys the contidence of the
president to an extensive degree. In a
“kitchen councll” at the white house,
M. Sargeant would be the first man
consulted anent lnbor matters.

WENT TO NEW YORK.

Mr. SBargeant went on to New York
yesterday morning at 8 o'clock and Mr,
Mitchell returned to Wilkes-Barre, Mr,
Bargeant is to procecd to Washington
from New York tomorrow.

That even President Rooscevelt can
pucceed In hringing about an arbitra-
tlon 18 rather doubtful, in view of the
recent unequivocal statements of the
operators that there will be no conces-
glong, no arbitvation and no settloment
of the strike cxcept by the uncondi-
tiopul surrender of the strikers,

In this connection, the following sent
oul vesterday from New York is signle
ficant:

1t heeame known yesterday that J. Pier-
pont Morgan had deeided to leave the
managoement of the anthacite eonl srike
entirely in the hands of the presidents of
the conl roads,  Mr. Morgan, despite ve-
ports 1o the contrary, has not cabled any
fustructions in regard to the gleike, amd
Tie |5 not Hely to interfove.

When  bndivations of coming  trouble
muanifested themselves Mre. Morgan asked
for a rvoport on the sitnation fvom  his
gaents in the eoal tields. Tle then con-
sulted with the presidents of the coal
youds, who protested cnvnestly agoainst
any  cvoncessions. They dold him thal
there woulill never e peace in the mining
yeglop until thore had been i decisive
103t of strength, and they begged him not
to consent to any compromise, Some of
them even spoke of resigning if their
wishes In the matter should be iguored.

M. Movgan gave his consent hefors his
depirture for Europe for the battle to he
Tought out on the Hnes requestod by the
mresidents,  The operators’ Interestls are
in the hands of the presidents of the havd
coitl roads in this eity. These men consult
eich other daily, and one of them said
yesterday that they were not only unini-
mous In thele action but that they had
the support of thelr boards of directors,

They arve tlhrmly agrecd thint thove shall
ba no concesslon.  The plan of eampulgn
that they hive declded to follow is one
of Innetivity oxcept In so far ag aclion
may e necessary for the protection of
1their praperty.

It was sald positively that they would
make no attempt to open the mines with
non-union men, but they would let mat-
ters deift untll the old men grew tivod
of their idleness and returned voluntarily
to work.

NO CONCESSIONS.

A representative of a loeal coal com-
pany who rveturned yesterday from a
vill on President Baer, of the Philudels
phia and Reading, stites that Mr. Baer

told him there would positively be ne
concesslons or nrbitration to retile the
gtrike and that the eonflict will only
end by the wnconditional surrender of
the strikers,

Mr: Buaer further stated that the di-
rection of the strlke for the Morgnn In-
terests has been left exclusively In his
hunds, with Instructlons to win a coms
plete victory at any cost,
the task with the condition that he was
not (o be hampered in any way., He
hag no advikory board, execullve com-
mittee or other body to share with him
the responsibility he has  shouldered,
and  recelves adviee and suggestion
only when he secks them,

That: Preeident Baer was to lead the
operators’ side of the battle wus ex-
pected heve, when [t waa discloged dur-
Ing the conferences petween the min-
ers’ leaders and the operitors that the
ruperintendent of the coal department
of each of the Inrge companies was re-
aulred to forwanrd to him an exhanstive
statement to be uzed In combutting the
demands of the miners,

Flve firemen at the Cayuga and three
at the Brisbin, two Delaware, Lacka-
wanna and Western colllerier, quit
work yesterday at the golleitation of
committees of strlkers who had been
working on them nt thelr homes, They
finished thelr ghift today after notifying
the company that they were to join the
ranks of the strikers. Here and thera
among other companies' colllerler men,
principally fivemen, arve deserting In
ones and twos, A few men who went
on strike Monday have returned, the
companles claim,

Twelve pump runners employed In
the Bellevue and Dodge mines, who qult
work on Monday In obeyance to the or-
ders lssued by President Mitchell and
the distrlict presidents, held a meeting
yesterday afternoon at 110 South Main
avenue, for the purpose of declding
whether or not to peturn to work to-
day.

The meeting was attended by Distrlet
President Nicholls and Michael Healey,
a member of the executive bonrd of the
United Mine Workers, They convinced
the men that It would be unwise for
them to return to work, and in conse-
quence the men decided o remain nway
from the mines,

Severnl of the men who had continued
work since the order went Into effect,
were among the number who decided
to remiddn out, The pumpmen  em-
ployed it the Pyne mines also quit work
vesterday.

Bo fur the places of the deserting men
have been fllled without much difficul-
ty.,  I'ew men have been Imported,
Most of the deserted posts are filled by
bogses, offive clerks and the like, The
Deleware, Lackawanna and Western
company  Is  working Its Hampton
washery with twenty-five Nallan la-
boreps receualied from the Itallan col-

ony in Dunmore, Before the strike,
gome of them were employed In the
Pennsylvania Coal company’s mines,

Toduy these men will work either the
Bellevue or DMamaond washery, and the
next day, one of these  or the
Hampion, aceording to the press of the
need for fuel for the boilors,

Coal Is being londsd from the big
Storage piles in Keyser Valley Into cars
which are to be shipped 1o Hoboken for
sale (o preferred customers,

RECRUITING WORKMEN,

Recruiting stations have heen estab-
Hshed in New York to gecure engineers,
rmp=runners and  fivemen to relieve
the hosses, oflice hands and the like,
who have been pressed into emergency
service i these poritions. Al this time
of the year, when the big bulldings dis-
rense with the firc-room  help, New
York hug hundreds of men of this de-
seviption who must seek other employ-
ment for the suwmmer.

A new ally of the strikers has arisen
In the shape of hungerv-crazed rats,
When the mines are working, the big
rodents that have their being under-
ground, llve on the feed they steal from
the mule barns and the scraps of food
Lthe miners dump from thelr dinner
buckets, The miners and mules have
Ing come out of the mines, and their
food being no longer available, the
rats are withoul means of sustenunce,
When hungered they Dbecome very
viclous and would not hesitate to ate
tavk o man,

Pump-runners who are compelled to
work inside the mine have reported
that during the past few days grout
swarms of rats have come ahout them,
and they fear that they may be al-
tacked if the pangs of hunger inorease
the feroclty and desperation of the roe
dents,

At some of the mines, the rats can got
out at different parts of the workings
and forage on the sirface, At others,
where ladders or carriages are the only
means of exit, they must remain under

ground. In these Iatter plaves the
companles are proceeding to protect
thelr pump<runners by making a war
of extermination on the rats.

At the Hampton colllery of the Delis
ware, Lackawanna and Weatern come-
pany, In Keyeger Valley, Buperintondent
Hoffmuan had constructed a lnrge box,
with closely Intticed aldes, to which Ins
gress was made through an opening
at the top, which, becausge of Ite poel
tion and a clrele of projecting sharp-
pointed wires, made It impossible as an
exit. Inside this was placed cheese in
aboundance. It war located In the
miln, underground mule barn last
Monday for the first time. In three
daya, 1,200 rats have been trapped and
killed. One  time that the box Wwas
brought to the surface it contained 264
rata, Some of them were as blg a8 an
ordinary slzed cat. Bome were killed
with gas, and some were released to
be killed by dogs. Thelr dead bodles
were burned In Lthe furnaces or thrown
Into Keyser Creek.

A joint meeting of mine workers,
compriging the Eddy Creek, Olyphant
No. 2, Lackawanna, Grassy Island and
firemen’s locals wag held in the Father
Muthew opera house at Olyphant last
night. Stephen Reap of the executive
board, addresged the meeting. Other
members of the various locals algo
gpoke, The only actlon taken wis to
uppoint a committee of twenly-five,
five members from each local, to walt
on the men now at work and try to
pereuade them to Join the ranks of the
strikers, The committee will meet at
the local  headquarters at Olyphant
this morning.
